Racing legend and former jockey 
has died after a short illness

A POPULAR former jockey and 
much-loved Newmarket man 
has died, aged 80. 

“Racing stalwart” Alfie West- 
wood - in recent years a hugely 
popular figure at the racing mu¬ 
seum - died on Sunday follow¬ 
ing a short illness. 

Alfie grew up in Greenwich, 
London, and decided to go into 
racing after leaving school. 

He came to Newmarket, work¬ 
ing as an apprentice, jockey, 
work rider and travelling head 
lad for trainers including Patrick 
Haslam, Harvey Leader, Peter 


Robinson and Willie Musson. 

Alfie rode his first winner at 
Newmarket, a horse called In- 
vernia, in 1952 at odds of 25/1. 

According to the Willie Mus¬ 
son team, that race was the most 
memorable in Alfie’s career, 
where he beat jockey Gordon 
Richards. 

He was also honoured in the 
Pride of Britain Racing Awards. 

Alfie had lived with his twin 
brother, John, since 1994. 

John told the News : “I think 
you could ask anyone about 


what my brother was like. He 
was a total one-off. 

“I have known him since he 
was 10 minutes old. I couldn’t 
begin to describe him. 

“Even when we didn’t live 
together, he was always there 
for me. As children we went 
through the war in London and 
we shared a bed during the air 
raids. He was one of a kind.”

Fiveways set for 
improvements 
to make it safer 


THE Fiveways roundabout 
on the All is set to be im¬ 
proved, according to MP 
Matthew Hancock. 

Temporary signs have 
been put in place on the 
All southwest-bound ap¬ 
proach, with work to be car¬ 
ried out by Highways Eng¬ 
land after Christmas.

Boss admits 
negligence 
after fatal fall 


A COMPANY boss “failed to 
safeguard” his employee, 
causing him to fall through a 
roof to his death. 

Michael Turner, 49, of Par¬ 
ley Beams Cottages in Earls 
Colne, Colchester, pleaded 
guilty to gross negligent man¬ 
slaughter on Friday at Inner 
London Crown Court. 

Robert Bird, 57, of Mersea 
Road in Colchester, was work¬ 
ing on a barn roof in Kennett, 
near Newmarket, as an em¬ 
ployee of M T Construction, 
owned by Turner, on May 20 
last year when he fell 30 feet 
through a roof. 

Turner was arrested on June 
2 after an investigation by po¬ 
lice and the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE). 

In his police interview, 
Turner answered no com¬ 
ment to all questions - but 
witnesses reported a “near 
miss” on the same roof just 
days before.

A report, carried out by a 
special inspector for the HSE, 
found: “M T Construction 
developed a system of work 
which relied on using new 
roof sheets as a safe working 
platform but this was funda¬ 
mentally flawed in that the 
unsafe practice of‘walking the 
bolts’ was routinely adopted 
while laying out and attaching 
the fixing bars. 

“A competent roofing con¬ 
tractor would not be carrying 
out the work adopting the 
system of work adopted by M 
T Construction, and a compe¬ 
tent roofing supervisor would 
not have put his workforce in 
such a vulnerable position. 

“The standard of safety 
management exhibited fell far 
below the standard expected 
of a competent roofing con¬ 


tractor and was woefully in¬ 
adequate.” 

The report concluded that 
Mr Bird, who had been a 
friend of Turner’s for 15 years, 
had either slipped, tripped 
or walked from a newly fixed 
sheet onto a fragile one, and 
as there was no barrier, fell to 
his death. 

Linda Christian-Booth, 
who led the HSE team, said: 
“Adequate precautions were 
not taken in this case, such as 
netting and edge protection, 
which has led to the dreadful 
tragedy of Mr Bird falling 30 
feet to his death.” 

Turner was sentenced to 18 
months in prison, suspended 
for two years, and must also 
complete 240 hours of unpaid 
work. 

The judge accepted his re¬ 
morse and suspended his 
sentence for two years, stat¬ 
ing an immediate prison sen¬ 
tence was “not appropriate”.

within a central location, 
therefore helping to free up 
existing under-occupied 
stock.” 

The application also pro¬ 
poses that a house manager 
will be available to help the 
residents if needed. 

Mark Wright, regional 
managing director, said: “It is 
important that a community 
meets the housing needs of 
all its residents, and this de¬ 
velopment would help meet 
a local, and growing housing 
need in the area. 

“Increasing the hous¬ 
ing choice for residents in 
later life also releases family 
sized housing back into lo¬ 
cal markets, which helps to 
stimulate the housing chain 
and enable young families 
and first time buyers to have 
a better opportunity within 
the housing market.” 

The applicants carried out 
pre-application consulta¬ 


tions with local people, and 
said 65 per cent of the feed¬ 
back received was in support 
of the scheme. 

They also found that the 
development could help lo¬ 
cal retailers after a report 
last year found residents in 
a “typical” development” 
spent £670,000 a year in the 
local economy. 

Mr Wright added: “We’re 
very encouraged that our 
plans have already received 
a good level of positive local 
feedback. We’ve been striv¬ 
ing to introduce a scheme 
that will make a positive 
contribution to the special 
character of Newmarket, 
whilst improving the range 
of housing choice available 
to people in later life.”

Shannon’s campaign 
to stop transphobia 



A WOMAN from Newmarket 
has launched a new campaign 
with Suffolk police in the hopes 
of putting a stop to transphobic 
hate crime. 

Shannon Taylor, 46, “came 
out” aged 10 and began dressing 
as a woman aged 14. 

But she said with that came a 
lot of hate, which over the years 
has seen her beaten up, threat¬ 
ened to be killed, and flour and 
eggs thrown at her home. 

She has launched the poster 
to encourage victims to come 
forward and report incidents to 
the police. 

Shannon told the News : “It 
was years of hell and self harm¬ 
ing and feeling suicidal. 

“Everyone was thinking I was

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a gay man when I was a lesbian 
woman. 

“The attacks started the first 
day I came out. It was horrible.” 

Shannon said that she start¬ 
ed the campaign because she 
was “sick of trans people killing 
themselves”. 

The poster was launched on 
Friday, to coincide with the 
Transgender Day of Remem¬ 
brance, and came just days after 
a transgender woman commit¬ 
ted suicide after being sent to a 
men’s prison. 

Shannon added: “There is not 
enough out there to help peo¬ 
ple. We need more education in 


this - we are way behind where 
we should be. 

“The campaign is very poign¬ 
ant. If you don’t report it, you 
might as well say it’s OK for 
transphobic crime towards us to 
happen.” 

Shannon is hoping that the 
campaign will be picked up by 
other police forces around the 
country to stop transphobic 
crimes. 

A transphobic hate crime is 
defined as: “Any criminal of¬ 
fence which is perceived, by the 
victim or any other person, to 
be motivated by a hostility or 
prejudice against a person who 
is transgender or perceived to 
be transgender.” 

Matthew Rose, chief inspector 


for community safety, said: “We 
are keen to increase awareness 
and reporting of transgender 
hate crime, so we are grateful to 
Shannon for bravely telling her 
story.” 

Tim Passmore, police and 
crime commissioner, said: 
“There is no room in our so¬ 
ciety for bigotry, intolerance 
and prejudice. The transgender 
community have every right to 
live their lives in freedom and 
security like everyone else.” 

Shannon’s poster will be put 
up around the region to help 
put a stop to transphobia.

A MAN appeared in court on 
Monday after equipping his car 
with a blue "warning beacon" 
and driving near to RAF 
Mildenhall.

THE Air Ambulance had to land 
on three separate occasions at 
Wildtracks in Red Lodge at the 
weekend. 

In one of its busiest weekends 
this year, the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance (EAAA) was called 
and Dr Rob James and critical 
care paramedic Jemma Varela 
attended the three incidents in air 
ambulance Anglia Two. 

The first visit was to a man 
in his 40s who had sustained 
leg injuries after falling from his 
motorbike. 

All racing was suspended so 
the helicopter could land, with 
the man taken to West Suffolk 


Hospital after receiving advanced 
care at the scene. 

They were then called again 
for a young boy who had suffered 
“badly broken bones". 

He was taken by land 
ambulance to West Suffolk 
Hospital after care from Dr James 
and Ms Varela. 

The crew landed for a final 
time at the track that day to treat 
a motorbike rider in his 30s. 

The rider had suffered serious 
injuries and was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital. 

The crew escorted him to 
hospital, continuing treatment 
along the way.

Council to make 
f 72M savings 


SUFFOLK County Council 
will have to find £72 million 
worth of savings over the 
next two years - but reserves 
will be used to “protect the 
most vulnerable people”. 

Next year, 2016 to 2017, 
the council will be making 
£47.5 million in savings, and 
the following year, they will 
have to make a further £24.5 
million. 

The first budget proposals 
are set to be discussed by the 
council’s scrutiny committee 
at its meeting on Thursday, 
November 26. 

They are looking to make 
the savings through a “great¬ 
er collaboration with part-

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ners across the public sec¬ 
tor” which could improve 
the delivery of social care, as 
well as working with com¬ 
munities and voluntary 
groups. 

A council spokesman said 
areas to support the young¬ 
est and oldest people in 
Suffolk had been “purpose¬ 
fully kept to an absolute 
minimum to protect the 
most vulnerable people” - 
with council reserves set to 
be used to support the ser¬ 
vices. 

Suffolk County Council’s 


cabinet member for finance, 
Cllr Richard Smith, said: 
“This is a challenging budget 
but I know it will deliver the 
savings we need to find over 
the next two years to ensure 
we continue providing es¬ 
sential services for residents 
across the county.” 

He said that he was “con¬ 
fident” there would be no 
effect on frontline service 
delivery, but the views of 
residents and local partners 
will be sought to help “shape 
future service delivery and 
identify where savings can 
be made”. 

A final decision will be 
made in February 2016. 


Have your say on ward boundaries 


NEW ward boundaries 
for East Cambridgeshire 
residents are being 
considered - and residents 
are being asked to have their 
say. 

The independent Local 
Government Boundary 
Commission for England 


is asking people to have 
their say at an eight-week 
consultation, which started 
last week.

W ITH a gorgeous, atmospheric recital 
of one of classical music's most- 
loved works, Vivaldi's Four Seasons, 
coming to the Corn Exchange next week, 
Jude Clarke caught up with violinist David 
Juritz to have a chat about the performance. 


The Four Seasons is always featuring 
in charts of most popular classical 
works - why do you think that is? 

A lt helps that it's great music, obviously, 
but I think that's only part of it. It's 
hard to think of another piece of music 
which packs so much variety into one work. 
It's filled with musical 'hooks' that everyone 
can latch on to and also Vivaldi uses the 
orchestra in amazingly colourful 
and dramatic way but always with a 
sense of playfulness. Vivaldi was one of 
the greatest of all baroque composers but 
I suspect that even he realised that he was 
inspired when he composed the 
Seasons. 


QA Why does performing The Four 

Seasons provide so much enjoyment? 

Vivaldi gives musicians incredjhle^^i^^ 
scope, not only in some reallywirtuosiqy 
writing for violin, but also in how t^nterpret 
his score. There are all sorts of image^and ^ 
sounds; thunder: barking dogs: buzzing flies: 
hunting scenes and even binge drinking! On 
the tour we are always trying out new ideas 
which also keeps everyone on theirYoes. 

Q Does it feel different performing the 
programme of classical favourites 
in period costume as opposed to*Rornial 
orchestra attire? 

A The costumes look great and give the 
whole concert a sense of stylq^tflso 
think that the musicians, in a way, pla*up 
to the wigs and frock coats. I supposelt's 
bit like getting into a role the way actors do. 
This summer I played the Four Seasons at a 
festival in Spain wearing 'normal' clothes. I 
felt like I wasn't properly dressed! 


QA How many times have you performed 
the works as the soloist? 

Quite a few over the years! After I'd 
played it 40j)r so times I started to 
worry about my becoming stale and, it was 
only after that point that I realised the only 
way to keep fresh was to really explore the 
music. I've played it many times since then 
but I stilLfind it challenging and exciting 
every time I g(Jout on stage. 

mm 

Q As a professional musician how many 
hours Jaay do you put aside for 
practising? A f . 

A On a gooa lay I like to do at least three 
to four hours practising. That doesn't 
include rehearsing^vitl^ther people and, 
of course with travellingand life in general, 
it can be hard to find the time. I even take 
a fiddle on holiday with me now, partly to 
keep myself in shape, but also because I 
really love spending an hour or so working 
on things.

Q lf you hadn't been a professional 
violinist, what career do you think 
you would have taken up? 

A My dad was a physicist and my son is 
studying physics at uni so there might 
be a clue there. I was also interested in 
architecture before I won a scholarship to 
the Royal College of Music. 

Q What advice would you give a young 
musician who has aspirations to 
oecome a professional member of an 
orchestra? 

A A musician's life can be pretty tough and 
often very insecure. There's also a lot of 
competition with people from all over the 
world chasing jobs and it takes a long time 
to train to a professional level. If you are that 
determined my best advice is to practise 
slowly. And I mean REALLY slowly. I always 
tell students that good technique is like dish¬ 
washing liquid; if it's good quality, you don't 
need much of it. The same goes for practice.

POP MUSIC 



Scouting 
for Girls 


W HEN I speak with Roy Stride, 
lead singer of accessible-indie/ 
pop-purveyors Scouting 
For Girls, he's in slightly less exotic 
surroundings than when the band were 
last spotted, writes Jude Clarke. 

"Yeah, I'm in Somerset, it's a bit more 
rainy than Papua New Guinea was." 

The band's trip to the tropics, part of 
a Watch TV series called Singing in the 
Rainforest (in which various Western 
musicians are despatched to exotic 
parts of the world to make music with 
local inhabitants), had aired just before 
our chat, although filming had taken 
place 12 months earlier. 

"It was an amazing experience," Roy 
enthuses. "Just watching the effect of 
music on people all around the world, 
how it can bring people together - 
that's really going to stay with me 
forever." 

And more than that, it also seems to 
have been an invigorating shot in the 
arm for the band itself. 

"As a band, we'd done a greatest hits 
in 2013, and we didn't know what we 
were going to do next, and suddenly 
this call came in to do the show. It 
brought us together - it almost saved 
the band. It was something completely 
different, it re-energised us, it gave us a 
reason to be playing. I don't think we'd 
probably be doing this album or this 
tour without that show." 

So it sounds like Scouting for Girls 
fans have got a lot to thank the Huli 
Wigmen tribe members for. 

The band, comprising Roy, Pete 
Ellard on drums and Greg Churchouse 
on bass, have known each other 
most of their lives, and - rainforest 
bonding sessions apart - appear to have 
remained remarkably close over the 
years. 

"I met Pete when I was six, in the 


Cub Scouts," explains 
Roy. "Greg, when 
I was 10, when we 
first started secondary 
school." 

The dynamic within 
the band must have 
changed over all those 
years, I suggest. 

"Well, we're not 
like The Monkees: 
we don't live together, 
but I'm closer to those 
guys than probably 
anybody else in the 
world. It's probably 
the most special thing 
about this band, and 
probably about my 
life: getting away with 
doing something I love, 
and doing it with your 
mates from school. " 

And it's this uncomplicated, rather 
upbeat and distinctly sunny outlook 
(compare and contrast with the "quite 
grey, actually" weather in Papua 
New Guinea) that gives the band 
their distinctive character - and likely 
accounts for much of their success as 
well. 

Scouting for Girls are one of those 
bands that even if you don't THINK 
you know, you'll be aware of; whose 
hits like She's So Lovely, This Ain't a 
Love Song and Elvis Ain't Dead are 
fairly likely to have percolated into your 
subconscious without you even realising 
it. 

And now, after a couple of years' 
lull (their last album of new material 
was 2012's The Light Between Us) the 
band are back, all guns blazing once 
more, with a new album, Still Thinking 
About You, which Roy describes 
as "a collection of songs that work 


together, that connect truthfully and 
emotionally." 

So what would the singer pick out 
as the album's highlights? He picks 
out three. "I love the new single, Life's 
Too Short. And there's a song called 
Home: if you pre-order the album I 
think you can get that for free - that's 
probably one of my favourite songs I've 
ever written. My other favourite is the 
last song on the album - A Christmas 
Song." 

I can't think of a better band - adept 
as they are at making catchy and 
accessible music - to make a Christmas 
number one, I say. "That'd be amazing, 
I'm glad you said that!" he replies. 

So, I cunningly deduce, the band are 
quite keen on Christmas, then? 

"Absolutely, the tour will be very 
Christmassy as well. It's going to be 
a big party, you know? We're getting 
Christmassy whether people like it or 
not. We've got a Christmas number one 


to get!" 

The excitement about touring is very 
apparent, and unforced, too. "I love 
every aspect of being in a band, it's 
honestly the best job in the world. My 
favourite bit is definitely touring. I love 
it so much!" 

And does Roy have any memories of 
the band's previous visits to Cambridge? 
He certainly does... 

"Yeah, it would have been in 2008. 
We've got a song called James Bond on 
the first record, and at the beginning of 
the show our lighting guy would abseil 
down as the Bond music went. It was 
a really cool intro into the show! At 
Cambridge, as he was abseiling down, 
the rope got caught. He just had to 
dangle there for about the first three 
songs of the set." He laughs, but not 
unkindly (you somehow feel sure the 
poor lighting guy suffered no lasting 
damage). "It was really funny. I will 
always remember Cambridge for that."

Coach Mark O'Reilly 
said: "Demie completely 
dominated the Thai girl from 
start to finish.

Redfarn is happy to 
see the end of draws 


CRICKET clubs across the county have 
given their approval to the Tucker 
Gardner League’s decision to scrap 
draws and introduce 50-over win/lose 
cricket from the 2016 season. 

The change from win, lose or draw 
was agreed at the league’s annual 
meeting, after the majority of clubs 
voted in favour of it. 

Changing the format means there 
will be power plays, fielding circles and 
free hits, and there will be a maximum 
of 10 overs per bowler in each match. 

The other major change sees three 
teams relegated from Division Two, 
with the second-placed teams in the 
feeder leagues - the CCA League and 
the Hunts League - playing off for 
promotion. 

League secretary Chris Abbott said: 
“There was a proposal for 50-over 
win/lose cricket and the majority of 
the clubs wanted that. We’ve always 
listened to the players and that is what 
they were telling their clubs.” 

Paul Redfarn, who captained 
Burwell II in Division One last season, 
welcomed the changes. 

He said: “It’s about time we had a 
change. 

“This is a positive step for the 
younger players. A lot of them are excited

hits. The last thing the younger cricketers 
want to do is play all day on a Saturday 
and go home without a result.”

Dunlop heartbroken 
by death of Cadeaux 


ED Dunlop said the death of Red 
Cadeaux was his “saddest day in 
racing”. 

The globetrotting nine-year-old 
had to be put down due to “irrevers¬ 
ible” complications following surgery 
on a leg injury sustained during the 
Melbourne Cup at Flemington. 

“This is my saddest day in racing,” 
Dunlop said in a statement. 

“Red Cadeaux was a much¬ 
loved member of our family and 
my thoughts are with his owner 
Mr (Ronnie) Arculli and my staff, 
particularly Robin Trevor-Jones and 
Steve Nicholson, who spent every 
day caring for this horse. 

“Unfortunately the complication 
was irreversible and the decision to 
euthanize the horse, whilst terribly 
hard, was made in his best interests. 

“Red Cadeaux has given us and the

racing public so much joy compet¬ 
ing with great distinction across the 
world. He was an incredibly tough 
competitor with a wonderful nature 
and he will be dearly missed by all. 

“I want to thank all the vets 
in Australia, particularly at the 
University of Melbourne Equine 
Clinic, that have worked tirelessly 
on the horse since the race and 
given him the very best of care. 

“On behalf of Mr Arculli and 
my staff, I also want to thank the 
Australian public and his racing 
fans around the world for their 
wonderful support and well wishes 
during what has been an incredibly 
tough time for us all.” 

Running in the Melbourne Cup for 
a fifth time, having finished second 


in it three times, the nine-year-old 
was pulled up by Gerald Mosse in the 
closing stages after fracturing the 
medial sesamoid in his left-fore 
fetlock. 

His racing career was over, but it 
had been hoped he would recover 
from the emergency surgery. 

Red Cadeaux’s final resting place 
will be at Flemington Racecourse. 

Arculli said: “For a race that stops 
a nation we were lucky to have a 
horse that touched a nation. 

“We will miss Red Cadeaux dearly.” 

Red Cadeaux earned just under 
£5million in prize-money, winning 
seven races - including the 2012 
Hong Kong Vase at Sha Tin.
